publicly conducted to a felon’s cell by the 
‘sheriff. So, when he saw his last hope gone, 
he sought the company of his brother, Henry 
D. Smith, almost as aged and gray haired as 
himself, and rode down to Joliet to knock 
for admittance at the penitentiary gate. 

The leave taking with his faithful wife was 
without the onlooking of curious eyes, and 
his departure from the old family residence 
in Aldine square was by the rear way.

GIBRALTAR, June 14.—The first class 
passengers of the wrecked Cunard liner Slav- 
onia arrived here this afternoon on board 
the North German Lloyd steamer Prinzess 
Irene, which took them off Flores island, one 
of the Azores group. All the passengers are 
well and will be lodged here if it is found 
that the Prinzess Irene cannot convey them 
to Naples or some other port.

Judge’s Ruling on Complaint. 


Justice Dowling read over the complaint 
and said there was no evidence of abuse or 
neglect and no evidence offered as to cruelty 
and inhuman treatment. Taking up the 
fourth paragraph, relating to the abandon- 
ment charge, the court mentioned the mes- 
sage sent to Mrs. Gould by Sells, in which 
Mr. Gould offered to supply his. wife evi- 
dence’ if she wanted a divorce.

After stating that not a single passenger 
had been injured and repeating some of the 
statements of Mr. Matthews, the doctor said: 

‘* The ship was going at full speed in a dense 
fog when we struck the rocks which the 
islanders call ‘The Mouth of Hell,’ where 
the wreck of Slavonia now lies. The ma- 
jority of the passengers will continue on to 
Naples on the Irene. The conduct of the 
officers was magnificent, and the transship- 
ment of the baggage in the staterooms was 
effected in true American style with no hitch 
and without any loss.”’ 

The steerage passengers of the Slavonia 
who are on the Hamburg-American liner 
Batavia, are expected here tomorrow. The 
Cunard company has arranged to take care 
of them. 


NEW TURN IN HAWAIIAN ROW: 
JAP EDITOR MAKES APROTEST. 


Claims Treaty Rights Were Violated 
When His Office Was Raided During

HONOLULU, June 14.~—The situation 
growing out of the indictment by the grand 
jury of the seventeen leaders in the strike 
of the Japanese plantation laborers was 
given an international turn today.

his treaty rights. 

The alleged violation of his rights as a 
Japanese subject, guaranteed under the 
treaty between the United States and Japan, 
he sets forth in his complaint, consists in the 
search of his office and the seizure of his 
private papers and documents by the terri- 
torial authorities without due process of 
law. :

circle in front of the guardhouse waiting for 
the convicted man to come out. 

“I guess they’re waiting to take your pic- 
ture,’ answered Mr. Spears. - 

+ Can't you stop ’em from doing it?” asked 
Smith. 

“ They have a right to and I don’t know of 
any way of stopping them,” was the answer. 


Shields Face with Overcoat. 
“I can put my overcoat over my head, can’t 
while we walk over? ’”’ asked Smith. 
‘“Why, yes; nobody will stop you from 
doing that,’’ responded Mr. &pears. 

Thereupon Abner carefully pulled his black 
overcoat over his gray fedora hat and, shield- 
ing his face from the camera men, walked 
across to the portico while two of the bat- 
tery of cameras clicked. 

Only Mr. Spears was with him, for henry 
Smith had slipped unobtrusively out to the 
street and was waiting for a car on which 
to ride honie to Chicago without his brother. 

‘ From Abner’s empty watch pocket, it was 
apparent that Henry had spared his brother 
the pang of being stripped of his jewelry and 
trinkets by the prison guards in the perform- 
ance of their duty. 

Glimpse of the World He Enters. 

As the party proceeded down the prison hall 
to the great white gates of enameled iron 
which stood open to admit the prisoner to the 
receiving room another and similar gate 
could be seen cutting the green glass plot of 
the inner courtyard and the whitewashed 
walls of céllhouses which surround it like a 


great gridiron. 
At the top could be seen a half dozen rec- 


ae 


row cement sidewalks which bordered the 
painfully orderly and painfully clean piace, 
in which even the trees were limewashed half 
way up their spindling trunks, walked a 
guard, tapping the cement with a heavy steel 
shod cane. 

On the other a convict was walking to re- 
turn a book from the prison library. When 
he reached the big white iron gate he doffed 
his gray cap and passed the book through the 
bars with a sibilant “‘ Thank you, sir,”’ to the 
guard who took it, the little scene giving to 
Smith a sting of the destitution of the dignity 
of jurist and banker which had béfallen him. 

A guard slid the gates of the receiving room 
together and a bolt clicked. Warden Mur- 
phy then handed the forma! receipt to Assist- 
ant Sheriff Spears, who had accompanied his 
prisoner to the desk of the receiving officer. 


Old Man Begins Convict Life. | 

‘* This is Abner Smith; take charge of him,” 
said Warden Murphy, speaking officially toa 
guard with a cane. 

The guard touched the prisoneron thearm, 
the white gates to the painfully clean court- 
yard opened noiselessly, and Abner Smith 
walked out upon the right hand cement side- 
walk—the prisoners’ walk—a,convict. By a 
slight variation of custom; owing, perhaps, 
to the prisoner's age, the guard walked be- 
side him on the way leading to the prison 
bathhouse, to which all prisoners must go, 
instead of leaving the newcomer to make the 
march alone with the guard walking on the 
left hand walk, the guards’ walk, as is usu- 
ally the case. 

**‘ His number will be 1,920,”" said the war- 
den in answer to a query, glancing at the 
freshly inked record before him. 

Only prison eyes witnessed what happened 
to Abner Smith after he passed out of sight 
of the watchers from Chicago at the end of 
the prison courtyard. It was past 8 o'clock, 
and Warden Murphy said he would defer the 
taking of Bértillon measurements and the 
ordeals with the prison. photographer and 
prison barber and the prison doctor‘until this 
morning. . 

In the meantime the newcomer was placed 
in a receiving cell, served with the plain 
prison supper, and left to sleep or meditate 
as he saw fit, until morning. The warden 
said. the work to be assigned to him quite 
likely will be that of sorting broom straw 
in the broomshop of the prison. ; 

By an odd coincidence Abner Smith, former 
judge of the Circuit court of Cook county, 
will meet as a fellow convict in Joliet John A. 
Cooke, former clerk of the Circuit court of 
Cook county. And as former bank president 
Smith will meet othef fallen bank présidents, 
including Paul O. Stensland,’who' wrecked 
the old twaukee Avenue State bank, and 
who, like Smith, is a man of education. 


Men, He Sentenced Rejoice. 


In the cell houses gf the penitentiary, 
whére news trayels swiftly and sug@ly by the 
noiseless convict code, the coming of Smith 
brought a crue] satisfaction to men who had 
been brought to convict life by stérn decrees, 


Criminal court and judged them. Others, 
whose lives as criminals had reduced them to 
«a bund hatred of all persons concerned in the 
execution of law, felt a similar retributive 
feeling. 

For the last four months members of Sher- 
iff Strassheim’'s staff whose duties called 
them to the prison were met by the question: 
“When is the judge coming down?” And 
in the meantime, in theory, the convicts have 
been assembling a “reception committee ”’ 
of convicts whose fate it was to have hope 
crushed out in the courtroom of Smith in 
Chicago by sentences to Joliet. 

The sheriff's men are of the opinion that in 
the subtle ways which obtain in prison, his 
gray uniformed fellows will force Smith to 
feel keenly that they appreciate the gro- 
tesqueness of the situation while he is one of 
them. They fear the weight of imprison- 
ment will be rendered heavier by gratuitous 
exultation on the part of some of the con- 
victs in prison dining room and workshop. 


Candidates for Committee. 


Out of the list of upwards of 150 men sen- 
tenced to Joliet by Smith as judge, prison 
authorities had no difficulty in naming sev- 
eral candidates for a ‘* reception committee ” 
without trouble. The list included: 


Bernard Etgen, sentenced to life imprisonment 
in Joliet, July 21, 1894 for murder. Still in 
prison. 

William Howard, sentenced to twenty-five years 
in Joliet, July 5, 1901, for homicide. Still in prison. 

Dommino Baimonte sentenced to life in Joliet, 
March 5, 1903. Still in prison: 

Robert Williams, sentenced to life in Joliet, 
March 22, 1901. Still in prison. 

John W. Williams, sentenced to from one to 
twenty years in Joliet, Aug. 9, 1901, for burglary 
Still in prison. 

James M. Wilson, sentented to from one to four- 
teen years in Joliet, Feb. 10, 1902, for forgery. still 
in prison. 

Harry Harmon, who was sent to Joliet by Smith 
is likely at any time to be a recruit to the “ re- 
ception committee.’” The only reason he is not a 
member now is that he escaped from the prison 
last summer and is “‘wanted."’ 

“Old *‘ Barney’ Etgen will remember the 
judge,” said a prison guard, refiectively, in 
going over the list. 


Known as Stern Judge. 

As judge, Abner Smith sentented hundredg 
to the bridewell and the county jail. Some of 
those who served out sentences imposed by 
him in minor institutions subsequently were 
arrested on other charges and landed in the 
penitentiary on sentences by other judges, 
The interest of such men now in Joliet is as 
keen on account of the sentences to jai] and 
the bridewell as though it was Smith who 
sent them to the penitentiary where they are 
now.

Every newspaper in London today spoke 
openly of the woman's suicide and of the 
secrecy thrown around it, and named Mr. 
Vanderbilt in its columns. The truth is that 
the attempt to conceal the tragedy, now that 
it is revealed, is exciting infinitely more 
gossip than would have been provoked had 
every circumstance of Mrs. Ruiz’s death 
been made known directly. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt is convinced now,” said 
one of his intimates today, ‘*‘ that the attempt 
to supprese the facte was the worst possible 
course, and he is bitterly resentful against 
those who advised it.”

Opinions of Ministers Differ. 
There was a resolution adopted at the finish 
of the scorching executive session of the min- 


isters which is variously interpreted. Some 


of the Baptists appear to think that Prof. 
Baptists by the terms of the resolution. 
Others declare their belief that the resolu- 
tion serves flat and definite notice to Prof. 
Foster to ‘‘ move on "’ and to sever his official 


connection with the Baptist denomination at 


the earliest possible moment. 

The third view, held by the wltra belliger- 
ent element in the big row, is that the resolu- 
tion is a wishy washy affair, meaning noth- 
ing in particular and adopted by general con- 
gent to terminate a bad mess which constant- 
ly grew worse with bitter personalities, 


charges, and cross charges injected by the 
ministers at every step of a stubborn fight. 
This element says the resolution decides noth- 
ing and that Prof. Foster will be ejected sum- 


marily from the Baptist conference at any 


Monday session at which it may be conven- 


jent. 
The resolution, 
years, was adopted by a vote of 59 to 21. 


Text of the Resolution. 


It follows as recorded in the minutes of the 


gecretary: ; 
“ Whereas, Recent reported utterances, re- 
ported to have been made by Prof. Foster, 
concerning the fundamentals of our faith, 
‘ whether correctly or incorrectly reported 
and whether understood or misunderstood, 
have left an impression on the general public 
which tends to put the Baptist denomination 
in a false light, therefore be it 
“Resolved, That we, as members of the 
Baptist -conference, reaffirming the ancient 
Baptist position of liberty of conscience and 
freedom in the investigation of truth and ex- 
pression of opinion, reaffirm our belief in 
the deity of Christ, salvation by faith in him, 
and that we will continue to preach the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ as God gives us to un- 
derstand it, and that we repudiate any ut- 
terance to the contrary, whether preached by 
Prof. Foster or any other.” 


Charges Answered by Foster. 
Prof. Foster was not at the meeting, at 


which hed gathered all of the leading Baptist 
ministers: of he, EP and practically every 
pas tied ta seat in onference 
He remeirnéd -at the Univer t Chicago 
during the day. but the Rey. bourne P 
Boynton, pastor of the Lex 6d Avenue 
church, after_a teleplionie conve ion with 


the professor, made u statement to the con- 
ference, denying the charges which had been 
hurled at the author of “ The Function’ of 
Religion,’ which had started all of the fuss. 
This is the way Dr. Boynton reported the 
sonversation-he had had with the professor 
under fire: 
“Do you believe in the deity of Christ? "’ 
“I do. and I have never uttered nor written 
any statement, publicly or privately, which 
would intimate that I,do not so believe,’’ 
Prof. Foster answered. 
“Have you ridiculed religion or any of the 
forms of the church?” 
“TY never have ridiculed religion, and.on 
the contrary have always had the deepest 
respect for all forms of worship, believing 
as a good Baptist that the most perfect free- 
dom in worship is the right of the individual. 
J have no cfiticism whatever for the devout 
Catholic in this respect,’’ Prof. Foster said 
to Dr. Boynton. 


Considers Himself a Baptist. 

“De you consider yourself a Unitarian, 
since you occupy a Unitarian pulpit?’ 

“On the contrary, I consider myself a 
Baptist, and. when I accepted temporary 
charge of the pulpit of Third Unitarian 
church I did so with the complete under- 
standing that I would teach Baptist doc- 
trine, which was eminently satisfactory to 
the members of that congregation.”’ 

This conversation, as reported by Dr. 
Boynton, only acted as of] on the flames, and 
the fiery debate began which kept the minis- 
ters in an uproar from 10 o'clock in the 
morning until 2:25 o’clock in the afternoon, 
without a stop for luncheon. The assembly 
room in Steinway hall was jammed to the 
limit with the excited Baptists. 


Row Over Secrecy of Session. 

Guards on the doors kept at a distance 
all newspaper men and persons not actually 
conference members after a resolution had 
been adopted to exclude all nonministers. 
This in itself was the cause of a big ruction, 
the Rev. Johnston Myers defying his com- 
patriots to close the doors against the press. 
The majority was against him, however. 

The doors were opened after the final vote 
had been taken. The hot, tired, and angry 
ministers were hurrying out to lunch when 
the Rev.-C. A. Snashall, president of the 
Conference, called them back for a word of 
parting prayer. 

For official purposes a committee had 
been appointed to talk to the newspaper peo- 
ple concerning the muddled events of the star 
Ghamber session. 


Pastor Myers Leads Attack. 

Following the ejectment of the general 
Public, the Myers resolution was called up 
immediately. It provided that Prof. Foster 
should be balled upon to resign from the con- 
ference of Baptist ministers and that notice 
should be served upon him to deliver up his 
Ordination papers. 

The mover of the resolution took the floor 
for a stinging arraignment of Prof. Foster 
and of “ free thinkers " in general. He said 
Prof. Foster had violated the basic tenets of 
the Baptist faith and had no place within the 
Baptist ranks. 

The first attempt at conciliation came with 
& resolution introduced by the Rev. A. H. 

ley, suggesting that the matter be re- 
ferred to a committee of five and that Prof, 
Foster be invited to present his views to that 
committee. A storm chorus of objection set- 
tled the fate of that resolution and brought 
the Rev. M. P. Boynton to his feet. 


| Opposes Charge of Heresy. 
“Iam not a defender of Prof, Foster,’ 
Said Dr. Boynton. “I have no sympathy 
Whatever with any views which he is de- 
to have held or which he now holds 
Which are not directly in line with genuine 
Ptist belief. I received one of the letters 
from Dr. Myers in which the grave charges 
@re made against Prof. Foster. I have talked 
With Prof. Foster this morning over the tel- 
*phone, and I submitted to him categorical

fy This is no place to bring up this matter,” 
continued. ‘‘ There is no such thing as 
“resy in the Baptist church.- ; 

“To proceed along this line ie to establish 
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in this case, and I am absolutely opposed to 
the resolution as it stands.’’ 
Here the argument became intensely per- 
sonal, Dr. Boynton intimating that Dr. Myers 
was not far removed from dangerous ground 
and that Dr. Myers should be one of the last 
to cast stones at Baptist “** heretics.” 
The Rev. John Earl suggested that the 
ministers should keep to theirtext and forget 
anything in the persona] line. 
Prof. Theodore G. Soares of the University 
of Chicago took up the gage of battle which 
had been thrown down by Dr. Myers, and 
came nearer defending personally his brother 
professor than did any other of the debaters. 


Urges Expulsion of Professor. 

The Rev. A. C. Dixon of the Moody church 
was for the resolution. He wanted Prof. Fos- 
ter put outside the Baptist pale. 
It remained for one of the youngest and 
newest of the Baptist ministers to produce 
the resolution which settled, temporarily at 
least, the squabble. The Rev. A. F. Peter- 
son of the Auburn Park church offered the 
resolution which was adopted eventually. 
Dr. Donald D. MacLaurin of Second church 
made the appeal which turned the tide in 
favor of the resolution which became the ex- 
pression of opinion of the conference. Those 
who heard him declare it was a masterly 
plea for the broadest democracy within the 
Baptist church and that no assembly such 
as the ministers’ conference could with safety 
to itself or to the Baptist church set itself 
up as establishing a dogma whereby all other 
Baptists should be measured. 
‘‘We were defeated by parliamentary tac- 
tics and a bewildering filibuster,’’ said Mr. 
Myers. ‘‘ The end is not yet. This action 
simply delays the end. A motion may be 
made at any of the Monday meetings to ex- 
pel Prof. Foster. That motion Is likely to be 
made. When we saw how things were going 
we refrained from voting. The voteis not a 
fair test of the main question, upon which no 
vote was permitted—namely: Shall Foster 
be expelled from the ministers’ conference.’’ 
‘“‘T think that ie# all that there will be to it,”’ 
said the Rev. M. P. Boynton of the Lexing- 
ton Avenue church. ‘‘ The vote was decisive 
and settled the matter finally, in my opin- 
ion.” 


Council’s Head to Resign. 
Dr. Myers, just before adjournment, an- 
nounced that on Friday he will resign as 
president and superintendent of the Baptist 
executive council of Chicago. The impres- 
sion prevailed for a time that he had made 
this announcement in displeasure at the re- 
sult of the vote, but this was dissipated later, 
according to statements made by Dr. Myers 
and by members of the conference. 
While the debate was at its height some 
one asked how many of the members of the 
conference had read the Foster book, over 
which all of the trouble had been raised. 
There was a test made and eleven hands in- 
dicated the total number who had perused 
the book. 
Prof. Foster in commenting on the case 
was inclined to be reticent. 
‘“] don’t know that there is much I can 
say that will add to what I hgve d be- 
fore in regard to the action of the ministers’ 


conference,”” he declared. “(My views are 
well known, and I can only add that I still 
hold them.”’ | 


PLAN WHITE SLAVE CAMPAIGN. 


Illinois Vigilance Association Members 
Arrange for Educational Work 
in the State. 


The INinois Vigilance association will con- 
duct a campaign of education for the sup- 
pression of the white slave traffic in Illinois. 
Plans were discussed at a meeting of the 
executive board of the association in the 
Grand Pacific hotel last night.

License to Preach Given Trio 
Turned Down Recently. 


MAY TAKE CASE UP TO SYNOD 


Feeling Stirred at Meeting of New 
York Presbytery. 


New York. June 14.—[Special.]—The New 

York presbytery at a meeting in the First 
Presbyterian chureh today voted licenses to 
preach to three members of the Union Theo- 
logical seminary graduating class who were 
turned down two months ago because of their 
radical beliefs. The votes today varied for 
the three men, but on the average the presby- 
tery declared itself about two to one for ac- 
cepting them. 
Examination of the candidates was con- 
ducted behind closed doors. After it was over 
one could get decidedly different opinions 
from the radical and conservative sides as to 
what really had happened. 


Say Oandidates Stood Ground. 
The radicals, including. of course, the 
Union men and their followers, were posi- 
tive that the three young men had not al- 
tered their beliefs on any material points 
since the first examinations two months 
ago. 

The conservatives, or members of the old 
school.of Presbyterians, were just as certain, 
on the other hand, that the three candidates 
had recanted and declared, in fact, that the 
sudden change of the candidates’ opinions 
and beliefs was the reason that made the 
conservatives vote against their admission 
today. 

Considerable feeling was stirred up be- 
tween the progressives and conservatives 
at the meeting and the latter were talking 
tonight of carrying the matter before the 
synod. The young men before the presbytery 
were Archibald Black, brother of the Rev. 
Dr. Hugh Black, the eminent preacher, 
John E. Steen and George J. Fitch. 


Attitude of the Candidates. 


According to the conservative version, the 
three candidates had come to believe that 
man was created sinless; to assert the deity 
of Christ but materially modify their opin- 
ions in regard to miracles, the resurrection, 
and the historical account of the divine birth 
of Christ. 

The point that seemed to cause the most 
trouble was the biblical account of the crea- 
tion of the world and the fall of man. The 
candidates accepted the bible as their only 
infallible rule of faith and practice, but they 
didn’t avcept the story of Adam and Eve his- 
torically. 

Some of the ministers left after the first 
yote dissatisfied with the way the 
examination was conducted.

Residence of Woman Doctor Still 


Guarded by City Policemen. 


It was learned yesterday that another phy- 
sician connected with the Englewood Union 
hospital received a blackmail letter last 
Thursday in hand’writing said to be the same 
as that in the threatening notes received last 
week by Dr. Jennie Beardsley. The police 
refused to divulge his name. The letter said: 

Dr. ——. Your life or §500. Place it under the 
steps of the church on the hill and get it there by 
Friday night. If you notify the police a bomb 
will be thrown into your automobile and you will 


be killed. 

The recipient of this letter went to the 
church. which in the meantime had been sur- 
rounded by Lieut. Coughlin and his men, and 
placed a decoy package at the appointed 
place, but no one appeared. 

Theories of the Police. 

Comparison of letters addressed to Dr. 
Beardsley and those sent to other Engle- 
wood people led Capt. Madden of the Weht- 
worth avenue police station to the con- 
clusion that they had not been written by 
the same hand, as at first supposed. At- 
tention was called to the fact that the 
letter written to the woman physician and 
flipped into her house through an open win- 
dow was dated May 11 though supposed to 
have been written in June. 

“Tt is unusual fora man diséppointed in 
an attempt to obtain money from a woman 
to attempt to kill her and especially in such 
an unusual way.” sald Capt. Madden. “ It 
looks much like the work of an insane per- 


9on.”’ 
Residence Still Is Guarded. 

The guard about the Beardsley residence 
has been maintained and a detective is as- 
signed to accompany thé physician on her 
trips. Dr. Beardsley said the matter had 
gone from her mind, end didnot her, 
but that she accepted the advice of police and 
friends in continuing precautionary mees- 
ures. She has received the following letter, 
mailed in Indianapolis;

Seling, who is proprietgr of a small restau- 
rant at West North and Forty-sixth avenues, 
‘received a telegram om Wednesday from the 
hospital officials in which he was informed 
that his wife was dead. He at oncé engaged 
‘an undertaker and a priest and the body was 
taken te the cemetery, where the funeral 
took place. 

On Sunday Mr. Seling received a second 
communication from the Dunning authori- 
ties advising him that his “‘ wife is feeling 
better '' and asking him to call and see her. 
| He spent the afternoon with her in the ward 
at the hospital. 

Yesterday the restaurant business was 
compelled to take care of itself while Seling 
footed.up bills for funeral expenses, lis- 
tened to congratulations of friends at the fact 
that his wife was alive, and strove to adjust 
himself te the extremes of sorrow and joy. 


Certain He Buried His Wife. 

“IT am suré I buried my wife, but I know 
she is alive,’’ he said, in’ an attempt to ex- 
plain a situation which no one has ex- 
plained. 
Seling was once in affluent circumstances, 
holding .titles to hundreds-of a¢cres of real 
estate northwest of the city: -Fortune went 
against him with the panic of 1803. Several 
months ago Mra, Seling went to Germany to 
visit relatives. She returned in the early 
part of April. 
Three weeks ago her mind gave way and 
she was possessed of the hallucination that 
some one wished to injure her. She was 
taken to the detention hospital and later 
moved to Dunning. Her husband visited her 
frequently, and a week ago was advised by 
physicians that her recovery was only a mat- 
ter of a few. days. 
‘ When notified of his wife's death, Seling 
engaged J. Nelles & Sons, 1672 West North 
‘avenue, to conduct the funeral. The body 
was prepared for burial, while the Rev. 
Father J. P. Schiffer of St. Philomena’'s Ger- 
mean. Catholic church arranged for the funer-

With our 
questions of capital and labor and wealth 
our republic is yet to stand its greatesi test 
of strength.

Hears Wife Still Lives. 
“ Your wife wants to see you,” he was in- 
formed. 
Seling climbed into an automobilé drove to 
Dunning, and found his wife in better health 
than she had been for svera! days. ' 
‘* She said to me: ‘ Hello, Theodéte!’ when 
I went in, so I kmew it was her,” said Seling 
yesterday. 
“Z am full of joy. I had made up my 
mind my wife was dead, and that I must 
get along without her. Now ashe is back. 
‘But many of my friends have bought 
flowers becauge she is dead. Now they come 
and ask me, Ie she not dead? I cannot ex- 
plain, because I do not know why she is not 
dead. We buried my wife, and if she is not 
buried, who is the woman?” 
Investigation of the strange mistake was 
started by the Rev. Father Schiffer, pastor of 
St. Philomena’s church, Forty-first street 
and Corthaad avenue. 


No One Able to Explain. 
*““"No one has been able to explain,” he 
said. ‘** This man was plunged into the depths 
of despondency for four days.

‘folowed the initiation of the fight sen sees: 
roaa reform is positively startling. Then 
every paragraph of that.big measure was 
discussed in conferences at the White house. 
Today the senate is moiling over the tariff 
] bill and the two houses of congress actually 
are framing a law to suit themselves, with 
only a vague sort of idea as to how far they 
are suiting the president. Yet it must be 
understood that this is only a difference of 
method, and the results are apt to be much 
the same without those camees executive 
conferences. ! 
It is with the personal and foe official 
idiosyncrasies of Theodore elt that 
President Taft differs, and it is these he is 
wiping out one after another, having wound 
up now with a complete rediscovery of the 
old system of spelling English. Mr. Roose- 
vel, it will be remembered, undertook to 
impose modified spelling upon all the depart- 
ments, and upon congress itself in the first 
instance. Congress retorted with a law 
forbidding the expenditure of any money 
for public documents printed in that way. It 
did not assume to limit the discretion of the 
‘president himself as to how he should spell 
his own ications. He accepted the 
‘inevitable and modified his order to’ the de- 
partments, but continued to use the new 
spelling in all his own communications. The 
result was, the presidential message was 
‘printed in one way for distribution and in 
another for its embalming in the Con- 
gressional Record, thus entailing a good deal 
of extra expense for printing. President 
Taft has returned to the.old standard en- 
tirely. Webster and the Century dictionary 
are good enough for him, and he has inci- 
dentally saved a whole lot of monty to the 
government. 


Point in Pure Food Law. 

After the passage of the pure food law 
‘President Roosevelt was beset by gentlemen 
who argued with him that rectified or com- 
‘pound whisky was whisky just the same, and 
‘that it should not be cubjected to the igno- 
miny of being called a ‘* blend,” or an “ imft- 
tation.’’ President Roosevelt stood up for 
the integrity of the pure food law. He said 
that whisky which contained coloring mat- 
ter was. an inferior product, just as chicken 
soup manufactured by packers out of pigs’ 
feet and similar substances was an impo- 
sition on the public, although neither pigs’ 
feet nor coloring substance was necessarily 
injurious to human life any more than the 
straightest kind of whisky is. 

President Taft did not hesitate to take up 
this whole subject and go intoit anew. He 
referred it to his solicitor general, who has 
rendered an opinion diametrically opposite 
to that held by President Roosevelt and his 
attorney general. President Taft has not 
rendered his decision yet, but it is generally 
assymed that he would not have permitted 
the publication of Solicitor General Bowers’ 
opinion if he had not intended to follow it, 
at least in its main points. All this was fap 
from being a “‘ carbon copy.” 

President Roosevelt created a great many 
commissions which were not authorized by 
any law. He took a broad view of his own 
power, and believed he had a righf to call 
upon citizens to help him in certain desirable 
directions. He appointed -a commis- 
sion. .to report on ways of better- 
ing country life, and he author- 
ized the creation of an ampbitious art 
commission, something much needed, to pass 
upon public buildings and statues and things 
of that sort. Congress had authorized no 
such bodies and forbade people acting with- 
out pay for the government or being paid 
from contingent funds not intended for such 
purposes... Mr. Roosevelt ignored the dicta- 
tions of cOngress almost completely, and his 
various commissions kept bobbing up in mys- 
terious fashion clothed with extensive offi- 
cial power given to them by their strenuous 
president, admittedly without authority of 


law. 

Wipes Out Unofficial Roster. 
President Taft has wiped out all of these un- 
official officials, and he has done this not be- 
cause he did not believe in the purposes for 
which they were appointed, but because he 
conceived the idea that he was bound to 
obey any law enacted by congress, whether 
it curtailed his power or traversed his in- 
clinations or not. 

New York no longer is dominant in the 
treasury department. The interests of the 
heart of the country are represented by a 
great Chicago merchant. The trusts are 
being looked over, but there is an absence 
of declamatory prosecution. There has been 
a shakeup in the New York immigration 
bureau, and a subordinate kept in office by 
President Roosevelt’s personal power is un- 
fortunately out of ajob. The extensive for- 
est reserves which aroused the animosity 
of the west have been cut down vastly, and 
finally a commission of field officers in the 
army is seriously attempting to discover 
some valid excuse for restoring to military 
rank the black soldiers who were discharged 
by President Roosevelt because some of their 
number had been guilty of a gross outrage 
on the inhabitants of a peaceful town. 

In all these things and a good many more 
President Taft has at least demonstrated his 
entire willingness to review and remodel the 
minor personal policies of his predecessor. 
This does not mean any radical difference of 
opinion between the two men on essentials, 
and although the Taft administration will 
be slower and quieter and more temperate 
it will be headed always in much the same 
direction and along the path blazed out by 
that cometary notable, Theodore Roosevelt. 


REPORT POISON IN THE BODY 
OF DR. CLEMINSON’S WIFE. 


Chemiste Engaged in Microscopic Ex- 
aminations Send Preliminary Anal- 
ysis to Coroner Hoffman. 


Poison has been discovered in vital organs 
of Mrs. Anna M. Cleminson, deceased wife 
of Dr. Haldane Cleminson, who is being 
held pending investigations, according to 
information received yesterday by Coroner 
Hoffman from Prof. Walter 8. Haines and 
Dr. E. R. Le Count of Rush Medical college. 
These two medical men have been engaged 
for several days in a chemical) analysis and 
microscopic examinations of Mrs. Clemin- 
son's vital organs. 

“I cannot say yet what kind of poison was 
found,”’ said Coroner Hoffman. “ All I can 
say is that poison has been found. I will 
get a more detailed report later and will 
make it public then.”’ 
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Toward Pardon Plea. 
WANTS WORD ON TARIFF. 


Legislator to Keep Seat in House 
Until Revision Bill Gets 
Another Vote. 


Senator Elect William Lorimer, home from 
Washington, plans to have a talk this week 
with Gov. Deneen either in Springfield or in 
Chicago relative to John A. Cooke, the former 
Circuit court clerk, now serving a sentence in 
Joliet. 

If the governor does not indicate opposition 
to an application for pardon in behalf of the 
former court clerk the case will be brought 
up before the pardon board as soon as possi- 
bie. 

If he should indicate to Mr. Lorimer that 
he will object to any such proceedings the 
matter will be dropped for the present. 

The friends of Cooke believe his case can 
be presented in such a way as to show that 
a@ pardon should be granted merely on the 
merits of the question, and so far as Mr. Lori- 
mer’s purposes are announced they are not 
to ask the governor for leniency or for favors, 
but merely to ascertain whether the time 
hae arrived when a petition for pardon can 
be considered by the pardon board with any 
prospect of success if a satisfactory showing 
can be made. 

Lorimer Visits Olson. 

Mr. Lorimer, in company with Adelor J. 
Petit and William Cooke, brother of the im- 
prisoned man, visited Chief Justice Olson in 
the afternoon and was closeted with him an 
hour. 

** Yes, we visited Chief Justice Olson and 
had a talk with him about the release of 
Cooke,”’ Mr. Lorimer said later. ‘‘ Practically 
all of his friends are interested in his release 
and will do all they can to assist him. 
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**One reason why Cooke would especially 
like to secure his freedom at this time end 
also a spur to his friends in their efforts isthe 
fact that his mother, who is now &SZ years old, 
has been seriously ill for sevéral weeks and 
cannot be expected to live long. 

“We went to confer with Chief Justice 
Olson because he was one of the men deeply 
interested in the prosecution of Cooke, being 
assistant state’s attorney at that time, and it 
is always customary to enlist the good will 
and, if possible, the support of the prosecutor 
in a case before seeking a pardon. We were 
unable to get Justice Olson to commit himself 
on the question.” 

Until the governor finishes the work of 
signing arid vetoing bills nothing will be done 
with the Cooke matter. Mr. Deneen wil! be 
busy until Wednesday night, that day being 
the last of the period allowed to the execu- 
tive for passing on the acts of the legislature. 

After Wednesday the governor may come 
to Chicago or Mr. Lorimer may go to sien 
field to meet him. 


Wants to Vote on the Tariff. 


The senator-elect on his return from Wash- 
ington settled one thing definitely. He will 
not take his seat in the senate until. the 
tariff bill has been voted on again in the 
house, This he announced as a final de- 
cision on that question. He will retain his 
seat in the house of representatives practi- 
cally until the end of the special! session of 
congress, 

Mr. Lorimer is not particularly’ pleased 
with the report of the government engineers 
on the lakes to the gulf waterway and pro- 
poses, as s00n as he can get the report, to 
figure it out jfor himself as a contractor 
would figure if he were making estimates on 
a bit of work. 

He pointed out that the engineers had in- 
cluded in their estimate of cost the amounts 
now used for the maintenance of levees and 
river protection for the Mississippi. 


Expect Special Election. 


Both Republican and Democratic party 
managers expect that Gov. Deneen will cal! 
a special election for the Sixth congressiona] 
district to fill the seat wacated by Lorimer 
when he qualifies in the senate. E. S. Con- 
way, John Dadie, and Zina R. Carter have 
been mentioned on the ‘Republican side, but 
none is thought to want to go to congress and 
all are counted out for that reagon. On the 
Democratic side, Ald. Nicholas Finn and 
Representative John J. McLaughlin have 
been mentioned. 


TIGERS AT THE WHITE HOUSE; 
“TY” COBB PRAISED BY TAFT. 


President Says That Augusta Probably 
Thinks Ball Player Is Larger Man 
of the Two. 


Washington, D. C., June 14.—[Special. }— 
The Detroit baseball team, champion of the 
American league, was received by President 
Taft in the East room of the White house 
this afternoon.. Each member of the club was 
introduced to the president by Representative 
Denby or Michigan, whose home is in De- 
troit. 

When “Ty” Cobb, who led the league in 
batting last season, was presented, the presi- 
dent grasped the hand of the Georgian warm- 
ly and sald: 

*I believe you and I are fellow citizens of 
Augusta, Mr. Cobb.’ 

Cobb modestly replied he was proud to be 
a citizen of Augusta and a fellow citizen of 
Mr. Taft. ‘* The only difference between us 
is," responded the president with a broad 
grin, “that down there they think you are 
about twice as big a man as I am.’’ 

Speaker Cannon came near missing the first | 
inning cf the ball game today as the result of 
the activity of a bicycle cop. “‘ Uncle Joe” 
and a party of friends, including former Sena- 
tor Hemenway of Indiana and Representative 
Vreeland of New York, left the capitol for 
the American league park in-an auto.

Story That Taft Is Using Influence 
Also Declared Groundless.

Washington: D. C., June 14.—[Special.}— 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois spoke 
in certain and emphatic terms today con- 
cerning the story which appeared in one of 
the Chicago papers on Saturday to the effect 
that Williaim Lorimer, the new senator from 
Illinois, would have practical contro! of the 
patronage in that state. He let it be known 
that there was no intention on his part to re- 
linquish in the slightest his interest in the 
federal offices in Illinois, and said that any 
statement that Mr. Lorimer was to have 
complete management of the patronage 
there was absolutely unwarranted and would 
not be borne out by the facts as they develop. 

** In the first place, I am disgusted with the 
persons out in Illinois who consider that the 
chief duty of a senator at Washington is to 
look out for persons who wish to occupy fed- 
eral offices,” said Senator Cullom. “I have 
been In thé habit of giving these matters my 
attention only when the terms of officials ex- 
pire or expediency demands a change. I 
will continue to make recommendations to 
the president whenever the time comes for 
changes in the patronage list. 


Senators to Work Together. 

“Mr. Lorimer and I, in a short conversa- 
tion we have had, have agreed that the fed- 
eral patronage of Illinois will not‘ be ‘allowed 
to cause us much concern. We have Wecided 
to act together on all occasions and you can 
rest assured that when the recommendation 
for an appointment is made to the president | 
it will come from both senators.”’ 

The story that Senator Cullom has given 
Senator-elect Lorimer a- free rein in the 
matter of important appointments probably 
arose from the request he received from Mr. 
Lorimer the day after he was elected. He 
asked that the recommendation concerning 
the postmastership at Pana, I!1., be withheld 
until he could discuss it with Senator Cul- 
lom. The matter was allowed to drift, Sena- 
tor Cullom no doubt making up his mind 
that if Mr. Lorimer had a constituent whom 
he cared to place in the office he would agree 
to it, if such person was satisfactory to the 
local politicians. As far as can be learned 
nothing more has been.done with the Pana 


Fitch Action Causes Rumor. 

The report that President Taft had ex- 
pressed the desire that the federal officials 
in Illinois be allowed to serve out their terms 
probably arose from the recent suggestion 
from the White house that the proposed ap- 
pointment of 8S.

Jamieson, who holds the office to which it 
was proposed to appoint Fitch, earnestly 
sought his retention.

Favors Conference to Be Held at Wash- 
ington Next January to Agitate 
Reforms in Legislation. 


New York, June 14.—[Special. ]—“ The se- 
curing of uniform legislation on different prob- 
lems in all of our forty-six different states is 
one of the most important movements which 
can be undertaken at this time,”” President 
Taft told six men prominent in different 
walks of life a few days ago. according toa 
statement made today by Ralp M. Easley, 
chairman of the cxecutive council of the 
National Civic federation. 

“ With our present great development in 
this nation’s industry and with forty-six 
different states continually passing new latte 
on all sorts of important subjects a uni- 
formity of these laws is absolutely neces- 
sary,’ Mr. Taft said. “ Either some plan 
for attaining such uniform legislation must 
be put Into effect in the different states or 
we will have. to have more centralization of 
power here in Washington. 

“You ‘have asked me to open a national 
conference on uniform legislation to be held 
in Washington next January. I will gladly 
do so. Go right ahead and issue invitations 
to the governors of the forty-six different 
states, the presidents of the different law col- 
leges, and different state bar associations, 
and push the plan along.”’

BISHOP FALLOWS TALKS.

Increase of Aliens Has 
Caused Advance in the Num- 
ber of Crimes. 


Buffalo, N. Y¥., June 14.—Miss Jahe Addams 
of Hull house, Chicago, is the president of 
the national conference of charities and cor- 
rection for 1910. The election. was unani- 
mous. This is the first time in the history of 
the conference that a woman has been at the 
head of the organization. Alexander John- 
son of Fort Wayne, Ind., was elected general 
secretary. 

The principal epeaker at the evening s¢5- 
sion was the Rt. Rev. Samuel! Fallows of 
Chicago. He submitted the report of the 
commijtee on “ lawbreakers,” in which the 
unexpected statement was made that the 
serious crimes against society are not in- 
creasing in the United States in spite of the 
inrush of foreign born people. 


Petty Crimes on Increase. 

The report continues that the so-called in- 
crease in crime is due to the fact that misde- 
meanors are multiplying because of the mul- 
tiplying of petty laws which are enacted both 
in the states and various municipalities. | 

The committee recommends the adoption af 
adult probation laws, recommends the mo 
general adoption of the indeterminate sen- 
tence law and its extension to include mis- 
demeanors. The committee also urges some 
kind of systematic relief forthe needy mem- 
bers of families of convicts out of their earn- 
ings. 

Children, lawbreakers, families and neigh- 
borhoods, immigrants, and state supervision 
and administration were the topics discussed 
at today’s session of the conference. Frank 
E. Wade, member of the state probation com- 
mission of Buffalo, was the first speaker in 
the section devoted to lawbreakers. 


Tells of Neglected Children. 

Cc. EB. Faulkner, superintendent of the 
Washburn Memorial Orphan asylum, Min- 
neapolis, opened the discussion on the care 
of the dependent and neglected children. 

Other speakers In this section were Stanley 
Cc. Griffin, state agem of the state public 
echools, Coldwater, Mich., and Charles W. 
Birtwell, superintendent Boston Children's 
Ald society. 

The speakers on ‘‘ Families and Economic 
Conditions,”’ were Mrs. Mary K. Simkovitch, 
Greenwich house, New York, and Miss Mary 
McDowell, University of Chicago settlement.

“Bathhouse”’ Lives Up to Name. 

That recently appointed committee to 
whose hands all the subject of municipal 
pathing beaches, recreation piers, and pleas- 
we boat landings has beem intrusted, was 
reduced in importance in the eyes of the 
eouncil by the actions of the evening. Twice 
-in referring the bathing beach regulation 
ondinance and in demanding that a viaduct 
ordinance be sent to .it—aldermen made it a 
subject of jest. 

In the former occurrence “ Bathhouse ”’ 
John Coughlin reéarned his sobriquet. The 
ordinance provided that all bathing suits, 
towels, and similar articles used in public 
bathing places be sterilized, that rowboats 
and life preservers be parts of the equip- 
ment of beaches, and that rules governing 
the maintenance of the pools of natatoriums 
and Turkish bathhouses be issued by the 
health department. 

The regulation of the indoor pools induced 
typical remarks by the First ward alderman. 
“You can't get a rowboat into a natatori- 
gum,”’ was. the principal argument he ad- 
yanced against the measure. 


Council Takes Him Seriously. 

In spite of the protests of Ald. James H. 
Lawley, chairman of the health committee. 
and of Ald. Bernard W. Snow, and the sug- 
gestion of Mayor Busse that the committee 
was authorized only to investigate the feasi- 
bility of municipal bathing beaches and sim- 
ilar public pleasure spots, the ordinance was 
sent to the special committee on bathing 
beaches and recreation piers. 

Ald. Winfield P.. Dunn, chairman of that 
committee, did not oppose the action, but 
later he stated that his committee could not 
consider the health features of beaches and 
natatoriums and that the ordinance prob- 
ably would be sent back to the council. 

A second viva voce vote had been called 
before the mayor's suggestion of the inad- 
visability of sending it to that committee 
had been made, the jesting had reached such 
a height that a moment later Ald. W. J. 
Pringle, who moved a reconsideration of an 
order directing that plans for viaducts over 
the Illinois Central at Oakwood boulevard 
and Forty-seventh street be referred to that 
committee. The council stopped at this and 
referred the matter to the committee on 
streets and alleys south. 


Resolutions Call for Beach. 

The measure that was referred to Ald. 
Dunn's committee without criticism was Ald. 
Jones’ resolutions concerning his south side 
lake shore project. They follow: 

“ Whereas, ‘The lake front between Seven- 
ty-first and Seventy-ninth streets. because of 
ite pleasant surrounding and handy shores, is 
an admirable site for a municipal bathing 
beach and recreation grounds; and. 

“Whereas, There is limited facility for 
bathing beaches along the shore of Lake 
Michigan south of Twelfth street, and there- 
fore every parcel of acceptable lake front 
should be secured for this purpose if the peo- 
ple of the south and southwest sides are to en- 
joy the refreshing waters of Lake Michigan; 

“ Resolved, That the committee on munici- 
pal bathing beaches and pleasure piers ap- 
pointed by his honor,.the mayor on June 8, 
1909, tak® immediate steps toward the pro- 
curement of the aforesaid shore line property, 
or so much thereof as may be obtained for 
reasonable compensation for the purpose of 
establishing thereon recreation piers, 
beaches. and boat landings, and’confer with 
the south park . commissioners requesting 
thelr support and codperatién in the accom- 
plishment of the aforesaid object.”’ 

The second health ordinance killed pro- 
vided against the installation of gas operated 
Water heaters in bathrooms, and that where 
they already are in use suitable ventilation 
should be provided... Ald. Dennis Egan and 
others, among whom was Ald. Coughlin 
again. opposed the measure, and to save it 
Chairman Lawley asked that it be sent back 
to his committee. 


Would Withhold Harbor Permits. 

The resolutions of the harbor committee 
found against the application for a yacht 
harbor permit filed by Edward P. Farley 
and further declared: 

“That his honor the mayor be and he is 
hereby authorized to forward to Maj. 
Thomas E. Rees in charge of the United 
States corps of engineers at Chicago, a copy 
of this resolution and respectfully request 
him to withhold, as far as he can consistent- 
ly, the granting of any further permits for 
the erection of docks, plers, Wharves, or 
other structures in the navigable waters 
in front of the city of Chicago until thecity's 
harbor policy is definitely determined.” 

Ald. Snow for the finance committee called 
up and had approved the sale of the city 
automobiles which two weeks ago was ob- 
jected to by Ald. Arthur B. McCoid.. The com- 
mittee had authorized the sale to Daniel D. 
Healy. for $6,500 
James Rea. the newly elected alderman 
from the Thirty-second ward to take the 
Place of Homer E. Tinsman, resigned, took 
his seat for the first time.

Bissett, hover- 
‘tng between life and death in Passavant hos- 
either cannot or will not throw any 
light on the mystery. . 
Lieut. Benjamin Reed, the commanding 
officer, who is presumed to know more of the 
actual shooting and what led up to if than 
gny one else, was on hand at 2 o’clock when 
Deputy Coroner Hartney impaneled the jury 
and prepared to hear the testimony. and was 
ready to give the police version of the affair. 
His story differs materially from all those 
peretofore related. 


Reed Tells of the Shootings. 

His statement, which he says is the 
meat” of statements made by all investi- 
gators, and which he was ready to testify 
to, follows: 

“Russell and Stapleton were assigned to 
preserve order at the election wherein Fred 
A. Pouchot expected to have himself re- 
elected business agent of the metal workers. 
We had information that the meeting was to 
be stormed and the ballot box was to be 
stuffed in the interests of Pouchot. 

“Thomas Corcoran, a bartender for 
BRertsche, was not known to the detectives, 
but they observed he was under the influence 
of liquor and they did not like the manner 

‘ #9 which he mingled with labor men friendly 
to Pouchot. When Corcoran departed from 
_the Fitzpatrick saloon the officers followed 
him to the. Bertsche saloon. 

“Russell and Stapleton went in to watch 
his movements, 
Randolph street end of the bar, while Rus- 
sell went forward and, spying Bissett, said: 
‘Hello, George; come have a drink.’ 


Bissett on His Guard. 

“Bissett was standing with his back 
against the bar—a good position for a crook 
guarding against attack from behind—and 
had the drink. Russell had known Bissett 
a®ea ‘gun fighter,’ and suspected him of hav- 
ing been interested in the labor meeting. 
When Bissett started out of the Fifth avenue 
entrance of the saloon Russell invited him 
back for another drink, but Bissett replied: 
‘No, I won't drink again unless you give 
me back my corner.’ 

“That remark convinced Russell that Bis- 
sett was armed, and he grabbed Bissett by 
the left arm. The next instant Bissett with 
his right hand pulled his revolver from his 
hip pocket and began firing.”’ 

Thomas Cavanaugh, brother-in-law of 
Bertsche and night manager of the saloon, 
Bartenders Corcoran and John Jones, and 
former Bartender Thomas F. Walsh, Abra- 
ham Fine, William H. Fry, R. D. Billig, and 
Oscar Dagenhardt have been summoned as 
witnesses. 


LAMPHERE AT POINT:OF DEATH. 


Burner of Gunness Home So Il) Prison 
Authorities Won’t Let’ His Sis- 
ter See Him. 


Laporte, Ind., June 14.—[Special.j—In re- 
eponse to a letter from her brother, Ray 
Lamphere, Mrs. James Finley today hurried 
to the Michigan City prison to see the pris- 
oner notorious through his association with 
Mrs. Gunness, the arch murderess, for the 
burning of whose home Lamphere was sent 
to the penitentiary. 

Lamphere in his letter stated that he recent- 
ly had suffered four hemorrhages and be- 
lieved death wasimminent. This belief was 
confirmed in the mind of Mrs. Finley by the 
refusal of the prison authorities to allow 
her to visit her brother in the hospital ward.

A.AlM PENNA 


RIO JANEIRO, June 14.—Dr. A. M. Penna, 
president of Brazil, died today. He was 
stricken with influenza on June 2,.and al- 
though quite seriously ill for a time, improve- 
ment was noted on June 6, which continued 
until Saturday. 

The president then suffered from a re- 
lapse, there were marked pulmonary ané gas- 
tric symptoms, and he passed away after 
being unconscious for a considerable time.

KLEIN TRIAL ON AT PAXTON; 
_JARD TASK TO GET A JURY. 


Battle to Save Chicago Private Who 
Slew Boy at Kankakee Last Summer 
Is Inaugurated. 


Paxton, Ill, June 14.—[Special.j—In the 
Circuit court here today before Judge T. M. 
Harris was begun the legal battle in which 
attorneys for Private Joseph B. Klein of 
Chicago will seek to have him cleared of the 
charge of killing Earl Nelson, @ Kankakee 
boy, last August while the militia regiment 
of which Klein was a member was passing 
through Kankakee on its way to Spring- 
field to do riot duty. 

Nelson, along with some other boys, 
jumped on an ammunition car which Klein 
had been detailed to guard, and Klein in using 
force to put him off the car jabbed him with 
his bayonet. Nelson received a wound 
which proved fatal. 

The case was then brought to Ford coun- 
ty on a Change of venue, it being alleged 
by attorneys for the defendant that owing 
to the excitement of the people of Kankakee 
Klein could not. secure a fair trial there. 
Here the legal battle to have Kiein released 
without trial was renewed before Judge T. 
N. Harris. A month ago Judge Harris over- 
ruled the motion of Klein’s attorneys and 
ordered the trial to proceed. 

Court convened at 1 o'clock and the en- 
tire afternoon was consumed in examining 


prospective jurors.

Contracts Providing Maxi- 
mum of Dozen Appearances 
Day Sent to Nickel Shows. 


TRACTION STRIKE AUG. 1? 


‘North Side Street Car Men Await 
End of Agreements with 
South Side Lines. 


The business offices of the 5 and 10 cent 
theaters were lively places yesterday owing 
to the insistence of the Actors’ National Pro- 
tective association upon contracts that woulc) 
call for a maximum of from eight to twelve 
appearances a day. 

No strikes were recorded. In most cases 
where the actors and managers clashed deci- 
sion was postponed one week. Atall the the- 
aters the members of the Actors’ association 
produced newhy prepared contracts calling 
for only four shows each shift, or a maxi- 
mum of eight shows a day. Many of these 
contracts were signed, especially in the 
downtown houses. 

In the southern and western districts, how- 
ever, many of the contracts were changed by: 
the managers to read four hours each shift 
instead of four shows. In these cases the 
actors protested. 

The actors have agreed to insist that they 
shall not be called upon to appear more than 
eight times on week days or twelve times 
on Sundays and holidays. The actors state 
that in,the outlying districts they appear 
twenty tienes a day because Managers hurry 
through shows whenever they find a crowéc) 
at the door. 

Street Car Men.to Wait. 

Among the street car employés there was 
much talk of a possible strike, but the senti- 
ment of most of the men appeared to be that 
such an event would be impossible before 
Aug. 1, if at all. 

The contracts of the union men of the north 
side with the company expired June 1, and 
in seeking a renewal they have asked an ad- 
vance in wages from 27 to 30 cents an hour. 
Negotiations are in progress, but it appears 
improbable that the increase will be granted. 

On Thursday the men of the north and west 
side lines held a meeting to consider the situ- 
ation, and it has been rumored that a vote 
upon the question of a strike would be or- 
dered. The officers of the union, however, 
are in favor of having the men wait until! the 
latter part of July, when the contracts of the 
south side men also expire, so that if astrike 
is begun it can be waged by all the street car 
men of the city. 

Meanwhile the officers of the unlon are 
hopeful of a settlement. 


Complicates Elevator Strike. 

The strike of the elevator workers was com- 
plicated by the discovery that machinists 
were working on elevators in several build- 
ings, under the protection of guards, with- 
out regard to the wishes of the. regular 
elevator workers.

| PIPROVEMENTS ON ROAD. 


Work on Indiana Lanes Is Being 
Rushed Rapidly by Exec- 
utive Committee. 


Official practice for the road races of the 
Chicago Automobile club started yesterday 
,gfternoon when many of the candidates for 
the Cobe cup and Indiana trophy, which will 
be run on Friday and Saturday of this week, 
wok advantage of the opportunity to extend 
themselves a bit and give the railbirds a 
chance to guess the speed posSibilities of the 
‘circult on which the Chicago Automobile club 
bas spent $30,000 in improving. 

It must be confessed that the speed shown 
in the afternoon was not up to that made in 
the early morning hours, when the racers 

»dodged milk wagons and constables and beat 
jt around) the twenty-three and one-third 
gpiles of improved higoway. 

In accounting for this, however, it must be 
taken into consideration that the practice 
yesterday afternoon was not under ideal con- 
ditions. In the first place, General Executive 
Trego had only a few of his eighty filagmen 
on the job at 2 0’clock, so the course was poor- 
jy policed. Then again the workmen still 
were busy on the roads, while over on the east 
jeg material sti was’ being delivered at the 

_ grand stand. 


Speeder on Deck Early. 

Still, despite these handicaps, the cars were 
brought out early and the first one to pass 
the grand stand was the big Knox with Denison at 
the wheel. It was the first real touch of road rac- 
ing the west has had, and as the old familiar cry 
of ‘‘Car coming ’’ started up near the south end 
of the grand stand an exciting thrill went through 
the group in the timers’ stand. Denison first was 
geen on the second hill, then he dipped into the 
holiow. and before one hardly could realize it he 
was at the top of the next grade and rushing under 
the scuth bridge.

I was in 
hopes he was in earnest some days ago when 
he announced that he would be at the ringside to- 
morrow night to see how I did, and that he would 
ask some questions: \] find he was four flushing, as 
usual, and didn’t intend to come. I-would like to 
tell him in front of the crowd just what I théught 
of him and his ways. 


Wants to Fight Black. 


**T want’to say In all sinecrity that I want to 
meet that black fellow worse than I ever wanted 
to fight any living man. He has no business with 
that title. I have always been afraid of my own 
strength in the ring. for fear I would kill a man, 
but I will have no fear when I get into the ring 
with this fellow. For the first time in my life I 
will hit with all the force that isin me. I want to 
see how far I can knock him. 

‘“‘It now looks as if it were up to me to whip 
Johnson. I think Ketchel has given away too 
much to the big black, and I don’t think Ketchel 
can beat him. I fear Kaufmann lacks experience, 
| and I will have to turn the trick. DoI hope Ketchel 
beats this black? Yes, I hope for more than that.
